I t ia generally knowu th at the City 
Connail has a committee of th a t body in 
existence, appointed specially to look 
Into the doings of oertain fruit peat In 
apeotor* created by the oouncil and to 
whom the city ia paying good salaries. 
The Board of Connty Supervisors have 
asim ilar aet of oficiala all over Los 
Angelas county to whom the oonnty 
paya salaries. Thus far there ia no com 
mission from th at body aet to inepect 
the inspectora, but there may be anon an 
investigation later on. 
Knowing from the public talk on 
this head the feeling of thoee interested 
In the bag qaeetion, how th e ¡oepeotors 
are generally regarded, and w hat good 
their existence ia oonaidared to have 
bean in the m atter of exterm inating the 
peats, 
a H r b a l d reporter yesterday 
took a drive through about a soore of 
th e orchards and vlneyarda below San 
Pedro Street. 
T he «rat place entered 
wee (he world-renowned ero hard of Mr. 
J . W. W olfakill, one of th e oldest in the 
country, and generally regarded aa one 
of th e moat intelligently managed and 
oarefally oaldvated in ’xjt Angeles. 
It 
Is a vary valuable property and one that 
■o shrewd a man aa Mr. W olfakill would 
M l lightly let |S to destruction. Tbe or­ 
ange crop has M en aold oh the trees ere 
now for a lam p sum of $25,000. 
The condition it li in to-day ia easily 
seen, b at very difficult to describe. 
So 
far but little baa been done to these 
trees. 
Many people have said things 
severely reflecting eu Mr. W olfakill for 
not leaking tb e m atter up w itk vigor 
and cleaning the orchard. 
Such a view 
ie all olear enough to thoae who do not 
kuow all ft» facta and eircnmstanoea. It 
ia to be borne in mind that th is ia a new 
difficulty.

all of its rig h t to borrow money 
and abrardly specified what tbe money 
to be borrowed should be applied to, 
tearing o a t tb e levee in th e items for 
whloh the money should be expended, 
ao tbe idea th at the oity oan do the work 
ia exploded. 
If the work ia done it most 
be done by some eompany or individual. 
Tbe oity ia now powerless to aot in tbe 
matter. 
W bea labor waa plonty the oity wonld 
not protect thoee who tried to bnild a 
Ie tee even on their own land b ut allowed 
the work to be stopped by assault and 
personal violence. 
The H kbald then pointed out the 
mistake and warned the people of the 
impending 
danger wbicn came a few 
weeks afterward. 
Now, when labor ia aoxroe and the 
bayiag and harvesting is absorbing all 
the available help, and the prospect ia 
that the grape harvest will ooniinue tbe 
demand for labor, th e people begin to 
see the danger, and it ia even possible 
that the polio* foroe m ight proteot men 
while a t work on a levee and allow the 
work to go on.

Nobody hae tried to hinder the 
work exospt the men along tbe river 
themselves. 
Their foes are of their own 
household. 
They are 
having a Kil­ 
kenny fight whioh is destrnotiv* of their 
own interests. 
Had the people on the line last fall 
behaved generously tbe levee wonld long 
•go have Men made.
